posted, very litde, if anything, is being 
rejected. And this volunteers time, and 
willingness to help keep the list-serv 
going is very much appreciated. 

The ANA EC made the decision to 
move to full moderation after a summer 
of some tense interactions and attacks on 
the neighbor volunteer who was moderat- 
ing at the time. The list-serv is the 
responsibility of the ANA, including a 
duty to maintain its integrity and ensure 
mutual respect of all participants. 

The list-serv is a service of the ANA 
and is for messages of a general interest to 
Allandale, which may include discussions 
and opinions of issues affecting the neigh- 
borhood. The posting guidelines, which 


were made public from inception and are 
shared with every new sign up to the list- 
serv, explain that what is not OK is any- 
thing insulting or inflammatory, an unso- 
licited advertisement, or one-on-one mes- 
sages or chats between individuals. 

The list-serv etiquette is to communi- 
cate with respect and for postings to be 
about issues, not individuals. The entire 
purpose of the list-serv, from the first 
time it was created and turned on by 
ANA in 2001, has been to provide neigh- 
borhood information, facilitate neighbor- 
hood communication. We have stayed 
true to that, even in full moderation. 

Of the nearly 1700 “members,” there are 
only about 200 neighbors posting; and 
again, most conversations and comments 
are positive and healthy and fine. We strive 
to have Allandale be open and inclusive of 
a variety of voices, opinions and perspec- 
tives.

Allandale Outside: Gardening Tips to Clip and Save

| it going to freeze tonight? Here's the 
gardener’s rule of thumb: At 10:00 
p.m., if the sky is clear, no wind, and 
temperature is 45 degrees or below, expect 
frost. Should cloud cover come in over- 
night, that will stop radiational cooling. 
Likewise cloud cover at 10:00 p.m. may 
drift away overnight, allowing more cool- 
ing (here we hope our weather forecasts 
are correct). If it’s already below 45 
degrees at 10:00, it will definitely freeze. 
Again, we hope our forecasts are accurate 
as to how cold it will get and how much 
protection your vulnerable plants need. 
Remember, wind can magnify the effects 
of temperature. 

Keep in mind that members of the sola- 
nacea family (tomatoes, peppers, eggplant) 
are semi-tropical so do not tolerate tem- 
peratures below 45 degrees —not just freez- 
ing temperatures. Temperatures below 45 
will cause stems to "lignify" or harden the 
tissues so that the plant will not grow vig- 
orously enough to reach its full potencial 


height thus reducing production. Potatoes 
are also solanaceas but will stand more 
cold than the others though their foliage 
will freeze so they need some protection. 
Yes, it's nearing time to plant potatoes. Get 
organic or they wont grow. A technique 
for planting potatoes here: dig a hole 
twelve inches deep or more, place a one 
gallon pot with the bottom cut out into 
ground so the soil wont cave in. Plant the 
calloused over potato piece with an "eye" 
deep and barely cover. As the potato 
grows, gradually fill in the soil around 
stem until filled. It's easy to cover the top 
of the pot for frost, then carefully remove 
the pot as growth reaches top- by then we 
should be past frost. 

Much has been written about differing 
conditions during different quarters of 
the moon, so how does one determine 
whether a crescent moon is indicating 
first or third quarter? 

Try this mnemonic: D O C: in first 
quarter, the rounded exterior points to 


the right; ^O" indicates full moon; last 
quarter shows the curve to the left. 
Simple, no? 

So what's important about the different 
quarters? Tidal forces of the moon affect 
more than just ocean tides: transplanting 
(including veggies) that produce above 
ground crops get a little boost in upward 
growth during the first and second quar- 
ters when planting from seeds. During 
the third quarter, seeded root crops (car- 
rots, beets, turnips, etc.) and bulbs (flow- 
ering as well as all members of the onion 
family) as well as all transplants benefit 
from downward pull helping to get the 
root system going quickly. In the fourth 
quarter (no moon showing) growth slows 
so this is a good time to prune and clean 
up, not to plant. Serious organic and bio- 
dynamic farmers pay great attention to 
this rule of thumb. Not only does this 
affect plant growth, it also affects growth 
rate of hair and fingernails. One of my 
sons told me he tried this and didnt have 
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to get haircuts quite as often. 

If desiring to plant a fruit tree, “chill 
hours” is a critical consideration. Trees 
grown in our climate need fewer chill 
hours than those for the north. Local 
nurseries are best equipped to advise on 
chill hours appropriate to our area. If you 
plant a tree that requires more chill hours 
then our area typically gets, you wont get 
fruit set. If the tree you select needs too 
few chill hours, it may bloom too early, 
causing the newly developing fruit to 
freeze unless you can protect it adequately! 

If you have fruit trees and get little 
worms in the fruit, this is the plum curcu- 
lio larva. Dispose of any worm-containing 
fruit. If it drops to the ground, the larvae 


will pupate underground and the moth 
will emerge to lay eggs on the fruit next 
year. Keep the ground around the tree 
well mulched as well. These techniques 
should prevent need for spraying. 

Ever hear of "Companion Planting?" 
Certain plants have a distinctly beneficial 
effect on some other plants, while others 
have an inhibiting effect. There’s a long 
list, so PII limit this to a few of the most 
dramatic examples. “Roses love garlic,” so 
garlic planted around roses help repel 
insects that like roses. Onions and lettuces 
go well together. Never plant onion family 
members near beans and peas as onions 
will inhibit their growth. Beebalm 
(Monarda) improves growth and flavor of 


tomatoes. Tomatoes also love carrots as 
well as Basil. Beets like bush beans, 
onions, lettuces, most members of cab- 
bage family and kohlrabi but are “turned 
off” by pole beans. Strawberries grow best 
among spinach plants. Ornamental sweet 
peas are poison so if you grow both edible 
and ornamental peas, keep one variety in 
front yard and one in back so they cannot 
cross pollinate, thereby making the edible 
peas poisonous. I’ve done this successfully 
for years (they are insect pollinated). 

I'll stop here as an entire column could be 
devoted to details of companion planting. 
As always, happy gardening in Allandale. &

Something Wicking This Way Comes: How to Build a Water-Saving Wicking Garden

Ithough turf receives by far the great- 
est volume of outdoor residential 

watering, vegetable gardens, on a square 
foot basis, are the thirstiest of outdoor 
uses, requiring 70 percent more water than 
St. Augustine. So what if I told you that 
there was a way to not only dramatically 
reduce water use for gardening, but to also 
dramatically reduce your time watering 
when it's a 100 degrees out and dramatical- 
ly improve the ergonomics of gardening 
(something I refer to as “Beer-friendly Gar- 
dening”)? Through the miracle of capillary 
forces and feed stores, this is all possible! 

We've all experienced the magic of capil- 
lary forces. If you need a quick reminder, 
dip the tip of a paper towel into a glass of 
water, hold it there, and watch the water 
wick upwards. What you are seeing are 
capillary forces in action where the surface 
tension of water in combination to the 
wettability and pore structure of the media 
(in this case, the paper towel) draw the 
water upward in opposition to gravity. 

Theres a type of garden —called a wick- 
ing garden- that employs these capillary 
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forces to water its plants from underneath 
rather than from above. In essence, an 
artificial aquifer is used as a reservoir for 
water with the soil acting like a paper 
towel pulling water towards a plant’s roots. 
This has many water-conserving and gar- 
dening advantages. By watering from the 
bottom, evaporation from surface water- 
ing is eliminated. If water is used by a 
plant, the capillary forces automatically 
engage to replace that water, thus ensuring 
a consistent supply without requiring a 
gardener’s constant attention. And as long 
as you have control over the water reser- 
voir, over watering is eliminated. 

To build a wicking garden, you need 
containment for your water reservoir, an 
overflow to prevent the soil from becom- 
ing saturated, a way to keep roots and soil 
out of your reservoir, and soil to grow 
your plants. Since 37 percent of my wak- 
ing hours are spent figuring out how to 
avoid digging holes, I used livestock- 
watering troughs bought at the local feed 
store for my gardens.

Here’s how to do it: 

Buy a livestock-watering trough (or 
similarly appropriate container). I 
bought four to meet our gardening needs. 
Fach one had a different diameter (for 
aesthetic reasons: Texas urban rancher 
chic) but all of them were two feet tall. 
You don't want to have the soil too thick 
on top of the water reservoir because cap- 
illary forces can only pull the water up so 
far. Although I used livestock troughs, 
you can use any water-proof container to 
build a wicking garden. Some folks use 
thick black plastic buried beneath their 
elevated beds as a reservoir (but that 
requires digging holes...). 

Drill a one-inch hole halfway up the 
side of the trough. This is the overflow 
to keep the water from saturating the soil. 
I placed it just above where I planned to 
place the pea gravel. 

Install slotted access pipe in the bot- 
tom of the trough. This pipe is used to 
efficiendy refill the water reservoir. Since I 
didn’t have graduate students available, I 
used duct tape to hold the vertical fill tube

in place. This step may not be necessary: 

I've noticed in my system that the infiltra- 
tion rate of the soil is high enough to refill 
the tank from surface application of water. 

Fill the trough halfway with pea 
gravel. The pea gravel is to support the 
soil that will be placed on top. You could 
use gravel-gravel and perhaps sand, but 
you don't want to go too chunky as you 
want something fine enough to support 
capillary forces between your water table 
and the soil and you don't want to go too 
small since you want water storage as well 
as making it easy for water flow in your 
reservoir when you fill it. Dont fill gravel 
above your overflow hole. 

Insert the overflow pipe. I went a lit- 
tle fancy here with a PVC elbow, but a 
simple hole with screen on it may be 
enough. 

Cover the pea gravel with landscap- 
ing cloth. This provides a barrier to roots 
as well as prevents soil from moving into 
the pea gravel. 

Fill the rest of the tank with soil. 
Leave a little space at the top to capture 
rainfall and for mulch. 

Fill the water reservoir to overflow. 
We use water from our rainwater tanks 
for this. 


Plant delicious veggies. Tomatoes and 
peppers LOVE this setup. 

Drink a beer or libation of your 
choice. 

Speaking of drinking beer, I mentioned 
earlier that this is Beer-friendly Garden- 
ing. An added benefit of using a wicking 
garden as described is that you also have 
raised beds tall enough that you dont 
have to bend too far over to tend to your 
garden. In fact, it’s so convenient you 
dont have to set down your beer to gar- 
den. And with enough mulch, there's very 
little weeding. 

As far as water use is concerned, my 
experience shows that this setup uses a lot 
less water than conventional gardening. I 
dont have specific numbers to report, but 
during the less-warm shoulder seasons 
(spring and fall), I only have to top off the 
water reservoirs once a week. During the 
thick of summer, I top off the tanks twice 


a week. Compared to my previous tradi- 
tional in-ground gardening efforts, I esti- 
mate that my wicking gardens use about 
20 percent of the water that I used before 
(watering two days a week instead of daily 
[during the heat of the summer] and using 
half as much water when watering).

Bug Off! Leaf Cutting 
Ants

ae cutting ants are reddish-brown 
with three pairs of spines on the tho- 
rax and one pair of spines on the back of 
the head. Workers come in various sizes, 
but can be up to half an inch long. 
Mounds can become large and are some- 
times mistaken for fire ant mounds. Leaf 
cutter ant mounds have a central opening 
and often a crater shape at the top. 

Leaf cutting ants typically forage when 
the temperatures are cooler, such as at night 
or in the morning. They can sometimes 
cause complete defoliation of plants or 
small trees overnight. These ants remove 
leaves and buds from plants in the land- 
scape. The ants do not eat the plant pieces, 
but take the pieces back to their colony and 
feed them to a fungus garden. They tend a 
particular species of fungus and weed out 
any other fungus from the garden. 


Colonies may exist for years and can 
exceed over two million ants. It is not 
unusual for a single colony to cover an 
acre of land. Colonies are usually found 
in well drained, sandy or loamy soils. 

Plants can be temporarily protected by 
using spray adhesives around the base of 
the plant. The adhesive would need to be 
refreshed often when dirt or debris accu- 
mulates. Temporary protection can also 
be provided with contact insecticidal 
spray or dusts labeled for “ants.” If 
mounds are located in an area, the bait 
product labeled for leaf cutter ants, 
Amdro Ant Block, can be broadcast with 
a hand-held spreader around the mound 
area. If no mounds are seen, then residual 
sprays and dusts labeled for “ants” can be 
used along foraging trails and around 
openings.

Yes, please, 
one of each please. I'll be by soon! 

And, while it's actually "across the 
tracks" on the west side, I've heard amaz- 
ing things about Saffron on Far West 
Boulevard, in the strip mall, by the Bou- 
levard. Indian fusion, one of few places 
with real Nepalese food. Open for lunch 
and dinner seven days a week, lunchtime 
is a buffet, perhaps a great way to try a 
little of everything. 

But lets talk Bufalina and Barley 
Swine, now open and hopping in the 
hood. Wow to that parking lot! 

Bufalina, or what they are calling Bufa- 
lina Due for the Burnet location, is a 
pizza joint, but really more for grownups. 
From a great experience at the original 
location on the east side, I know their 
hook is their amazing wood burning 
oven, that is more than 900 degrees, so 
cooks each pizza in about 90 seconds. 
Out comes a slightly charred Neapolitan 
pie from heaven. MMMM. The menu is 


pretty limited and basic, but what's on it 
gives you all you need! Pick a salad or 
other starter, and then fight with yourself 
on which kind of pie to order, if only you 
could get 'em all! We had the Calabrese 
(their salami IS pepperoni) and a Sausage 
and Fennel not currently on this menu. 
Both awesome! For drinks, it's beer and 
wine only but lots of great options. Only 
open Wednesday through Sunday nights 
from 5:00 to 11:00 p.m. and with a really 
small space and few tables, you have to 
plan ahead. But well worth finding time 
for! Note, no gluten free pizzas yet. 

As for Barley Swine, this one I must 
admit, I don't think I'm enough of a 
foodie for. Seriously! I've always wanted 
to go to the original location on South 
Lamar, and tried at least four different 
times, all failures, the wait always too 
long. So we tried their other store, Odd 
Duck, instead and loved every single little 
thing we ate. EVERYTHING. All abso- 
lutely amazing. Mouth watering right 
now thinking about it. 

So you would assume I'd love Barley 
Swine too, right? Time will tell, we will 


check it out. But reviewing the menu 
(which changes fairly regularly) says you 
really gotta dig eccentric food to enjoy 
Barley Swine. I'm talking lots of mush- 
room types (oyster, shiitake), lots of fish 
in many dishes (mackerel, red snapper, 
octopus), and goodies like pig skin noo- 
dles, cricket miso mustard, bone marrow 
and pig foot fried rice, which I cant say 
I've ever had a hankering for. 

I will report back after my visit, and let 
you know if my elementary school level 
palate was pleasantly surprised, or if I 
begged my husband to drive me through 
Taco Cabana afterward! 

Open seven days a week, 5:00 to 10:00 
p.m. (and later on Friday and Saturday), 
when we stopped in around 7:00 pm ona 
Sunday, we could have sat right down, 
inside or outside!

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Age Friendly Austin—A Plan of Action

n 2012, under Mayor Lee Leffingwell, 

Austin joined the World Health Organi- 
zations network of Age Friendly Cities. 
This designation came in part as a recom- 
mendation by the Mayor's Task Force on 
Aging, which had been convened to study 
the impact of and make recommendations 
for preparing the city to accommodate the 
growing aging community. Central Texas 
was then and remains today among the 
fastest-growing areas in the United States 
for people between 55 and 64. Central 
Texas is also the second-fastest growing 
region for people 65 and over. 


So what is "Age Friendly"? 

The World Health Organization defines 
age friendly as "an inclusive and accessible 
urban environment that promotes active 
ageing" and identifies eight domains of 
city life that might influence the health 
and quality of life of older people: 


1. Outdoor spaces and buildings; 

2. Transportation; 

3. Housing; 

4. Social participation; 

5. Respect and social inclusion; 

6. Civic participation and employment; 
7. Communication and information; 

8. Community support and health services. 


Since 2012, the mayor's Task Force has 
accomplished some major milestones, 
including forming the Austin Commission 
on Seniors. Austin, however, lacks a plan 
for accomplishing the recommendations 
outlined in the Task Force report, which 
puts Austin at risk for losing the "Age 
Friendly" designation and causes us to lag 
behind other U.S. cities in the network. 

In September 2015, Austins Commis- 
sion on Seniors formed a work group 
with representatives of the Commission, 


AARP Texas, AustinUP and other local 
service organizations to bring forward an 
action plan for implementing the Task 
Force recommendations. The plan will 
likely be presented to Council and made 
public early this summer. 

While the focus of the workgroup, 
Commission, and AARP is age-friendli- 
ness for people as they grow older, it is 
important to recognize that strategies 
within the eight domains that enhance 
the lives of older people also make the 
city more appealing and livable for 
younger people. Good public transporta- 
tion options, walkability, reasonably 
affordable housing, access to parks, etc. 
benefit all ages, enable inter-generational 
engagement and ultimately will strength- 
en our community. <

Pet Talk: It's Not Jealousy!

his article addresses behavior very 

commonly seen when an additional 
dog is added to the family or when peo- 
ple see tension between their dogs when a 
person is around. It is often interpreted as 
jealousy, but this is a misunderstanding of 
what is actually going on. 

Dogs will guard things, places, people, 
food- you name it. Whatever it is, some 
dogs will find a way to make an issue out 
of it. 

One of the most common things to 
happen when a new dog comes into the 
household is guarding of the people/per- 
son that the dogs feel is in charge of 
things. The original dog may start guard- 
ing family members and/or the new dog 
might latch onto people in the household 
and "guard" them. 


This is what the guarding scenario 
looks like: 

The dog who is guarding will put him- 
self close to the person, and when another 
dog approaches, the guarding dog will 
snarl, snark or do something similarly 
"tacky." The dog is sending the message, 
"this powerful person is MINE! Back off, 
buddy." You are being treated like the 
dog's personal platinum credit card! 

Or, the new dog may be standing close 
to you, and one of the original dogs will 
approach with the clear message that they 
are not happy with the new dog standing 
so close to you. 

In either situation, the wisest thing to 
do is refuse to be treated like an object 
that any dog can claim. You do this by 
turning and walking away from all dogs 
calmly, without saying a single word. Do 
this the instant you see any hint of "tacki- 


ness." This could be just at the sight of a 
mohawk or a change in posture of either 
dog. It is critical that you say nothing and 
keep your hands off the dogs- they 
should get absolutely no attention for this 
unpleasant behavior. 

This can get pretty exhausting -moving 
away from the dogs— because you need to 
do it if you are sitting down, too. That 
means you will find yourself getting up 
all the time and moving. I find that when 
this kind of nonsense is going on, sitting 
at the dining room table works well. 

Soon the dogs will figure out that their 
"tackiness" gets them absolutely no atten- 
tion from you at all- and there is no pay- 
off. 

At some point you may notice that 
there is a change in attitude. A dog will 
be near you and another approaches and

they manage to remain civil. Yippee- but, 
don't get too excited or effusive in your 
behavior. Just tell them calmly, with a 
pleasant expression, "what good dogs, 
that's nice ... good dogs." Then, calmly 
remove yourself and recognize that you 
have just witnessed the beginning of civil 
behavior between the dogs. 

Using this approach consistently will 
work and soon you will find the dogs 
becoming buddies, and the need to guard 
you will disappear. 

As always, please don’t hesitate to con- 
tact me if you have questions about work- 
ing with your dog.

My payoff is seeing improved 
relations and understanding between peo- 
ple and their dogs.
